Treasury Balance in a Bind 


When Congress was in session it brushed 
aside Treasury talk of a higher debt ceil­ 
ing as unnecessary if the government 
showed a surplus, as the administration 
contended. Now the administration finds 
n e c e ssa ry to do some scrambling and m a ­ 
neuvering to stay under the $275 billion 


roof. 
Why this should be so if the government 
will again show a surplus this fiscal year is 
something, only government fiscal experts 
could explain. 
The big spender, the 
Defense 'D e p art­ 
ment, is deferring every outlay it can. Oth­ 
er spenders such as the Commodity C red it 
Corporation, which supports farm prices, 
and the Federal National Mortgage Asso­ 
ciation. which guarantees mortgages, are 
considering selling some of their assets to 
put money into the I reasury. 
‘If the worst happens, the Treasury can 


stop paying ail bills until J a n u a ry revenue 
comes in. 
The debt ceiling of $275 billion forbids the 
Treasury from marketing certificates of 
indebtedness beyond that level. The total 
debt of the government is now close to the 
ceiling. 
It is a safe guess that the government 
will find a way out of its dilemm a without 
adopting the em barrassing method of stop­ 
ping payments. But if the government is 
.that close to its limitation on spending, 
Congress will have d i f f i c u l t y finding 
enough fiscal room for campaign year tax 
reduction in ,1958. 
Congress can, of course, reduce taxes 
and revert to an unbalanced budget. But in 
view of public distaste for rising prices, 
which unbalanced budgets aggravate. Con­ 
gress m a y think hard about that before 
acting.

Scientists of the College of Med­ 
icine at the University of Illinois 
are working on a program designed 
' to overcom e one of the chief haz­ 
ards of cancer surgery. 
During an operation to eliminate 
m alignant tumors, there is a dan­ 
ger that live “ crum bs” may spill 
over and seed the system with new 
colonies. Now. for the first 
time, 
there is a concerted effort to try to 
evaluate and overcome this danger. 
The scientists a l r e a d y 
have 
, shown experimentally that prophy­ 
lactics could overtake and destroy 
cells escaping from a cancer Be­ 
cause of this, they have adopted 
surgical techniques and drugs de­ 
signed to protect patients from this 
lethal spillage of cancer cells. 
Certain m easures are now m an­ 
datory at Illinois in operations for 
cancer of the breast, colon, rec­ 
tum and stomach. They include: 
Tying off, early In the operation, 
all blood vessels serving the oper 
ative area and injecting a drug into 
the abdominal cavity or veins at 
the end of the operation. 
Bathing the area with a solution 
capable of killing any cancer cells 
which might have spilled over. 
Injecting 
drugs 
into veins on 
each of three days following 
the 
operation to chase down and 
de­ 
stroy any cancer cells which might 
have escaped into the bloodstream 
or wound. 
The drugs being used in the pro­ 
gram are nitrogen m ustard and 
thioTEPA, 
Experim ents 
h a v e 
shown both to have cancer-killing 
| properties. 
Nitrogen m ustard, a deadly poi­ 
son gas, was prepared for World 
War II, but was never used. Thio­ 
TEPA is a chemical relation. 
i
